Travellers remain on school field

TRAVELLERS who have been is¬ 
sued with eviction notices to leave 
a school site have refused to move 
and have pitched up even more 
caravans. 

The former St Lelix School site, 
currently being used by Lairstead 
Private School, in Newmarket, was 
home to 12 caravans last Wednes¬ 
day 

Over the weekend, however, the 
number of caravans on-site in¬ 
creased to 36. 

Site owners Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil is in the process of taking further 
action to remove them. 

A council spokesman said: “hol¬ 
lowing the arrival of 12 caravans 
on the former St Lelix School site, 
we took immediate action, serving 
notice to those on site to vacate the 
site by 10am, September 4. 

“However, over the weekend the 
number of caravans on-site in¬ 
creased to 36. 

“We are now in the process of tak¬ 
ing further action to address the is¬ 
sue.” 

The News spoke to neighbours 
over the weekend. 

A number of people were con¬ 
cerned at the noise and full beam 
lights from parked vehicles, with 
one resident claiming that she 


“cannot sleep”. 

But others had not been dis¬ 
turbed, claiming they are fine as 
long as the travellers “keep them¬ 


selves to themselves”. One woman 
has claimed that they are “the nicest 
people ever.” The News has report¬ 
ed that Linda Watson has offered 


her land in Kirtling near Newmar¬ 
ket to travellers - with the condition 
that they “ruin the village”. She said: 
“I went to them over the weekend.

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CONDITION: Linda Watson 
is inviting travellers to move 
on to her land in Kirtling 


A WOMAN who owns a plot 
of land in Cambridgeshire is 
offering it up to travellers to 
live on - but her only condi¬ 
tion is that they “ruin the vil¬ 
lage”. 

Linda Watson, 48, says 
she would be the “happi¬ 
est woman going” if travel¬ 
lers took up her offer to stay 
on the two-and-a-half acre 
piece of land in Kirtling, near 
Newmarket. 

This is because she thinks 
neighbours who live in the 
village are “so far up their 
own backsides.” 

She told the News : “We 
have a fantastic plot of land. 
Two and a half acres. It’s got 
electric, water, scenery - it’s 
a gorgeous place. 

“I would be the happiest 
woman going if I could get 
travellers on my land. In an 
ideal scenario, I’d love them 
to buy it - but I’m going to 
walk away. 

“My only stipulation is 
that they ruin the village. 
Everyone in Kirtling is so far 
up their own backsides.” 

Linda lives in a caravan 
at the Coedendderw Stud 
in Bradley Road, Kirtling, 
where she has worked as a 
horse rehabilitation profes¬ 
sional for seven years.

She has put in several 
planning applications on her 
land to improve her business 
and way of living, including 
a small home for herself and 
her partner. 

However, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
did not think her business 
plan was viable, so they re¬ 
jected the plans. 

Linda, who has been in¬ 
volved in the racing industry 
for most of her life, and has 
owned the land for 17 years, 
has now been forced to re¬ 
consider her stay there. 

“It’s a very well to do vil¬ 
lage,” said Linda. “Most 
council houses have been 
purchased and done up. The 
district council have spent 
thousands on parts of the 
area. 

“But with travellers next 
door to them, how much will 
it be worth then? 

“East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council called me earli¬ 
er to say that I can’t do it. But 
I will do it. At the end of the 
day, travellers have had no¬ 
where to stay, I’m providing 
a solution. 


“As for the villagers, what 
have they done for us? 
They’ve always gossiped - 
not one person in Kirtling 
has put in a letter to help our 
planning application. 

“We won’t be in this coun¬ 
try by the end of October - so 
I tell you this, travellers will 
be living here in September.” 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has been con¬ 
tacted for a comment.

Cycling roadshow 
first for the town 


SOME of the world’s greatest cy¬ 
clists will be coming to Newmarket 
this week when the Tour of Britain 
roadshow hits the town. 

Stage six of the round-Britain 
race will start in the town on Friday 
morning. 

It’s going to be a huge occasion 
for the area, not just because it’s the 
first time the stage will be hosted 
entirely within Suffolk - but the first 
time the tour sets foot in the town. 

The actual race started in Edin¬ 
burgh on Sunday. 

Stage six will start in the High 
Street and progress along Exeter 
Road onto Fred Archer Way, Mill 
Hill, Exning Road, Church Street 
until the race finally kicks into gear 
at Cotton End Road. 

The race will go through Suffolk 
to Aldeburgh on the coast - 114 
miles - and is expected to finish at 
around 2.30-3pm. 

Spectators can watch on the side¬ 
lines anywhere along the route, 
with Cotton End Road the place 
where the cyclists will really be get¬ 
ting up a head of steam. 

The whole event will be broad¬ 
cast live on ITV and Eurosport. A 
20 square metre screen showing the

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event will be by the Clock Tower for 
the whole day. 

The Newmarket to Aldeburgh 
stage will be shown on ITV4 from 
10.30am, highlights will be shown 
from 8pm. 

On the day, High Street, from 
Dullingham Road to the rounda¬ 
bout at the Clock Tower will be 
closed from 4am until approxi¬ 
mately 2pm. 

Exeter Road, Fred Archer Way, 
Mill Hill, Exning Road, Church 
Street, and Cotton End Road will be 
closed 15 minutes before cyclists 
are estimated to arrive. 

The race will start at around 
10.45am, meaning the roads will be 
closed until 11.15am at the latest. 

The start crew and facilities will 
be on site at around 4.30am. 

The floral decorations on the po¬ 
dium and hospitality area will be 
organised at around 7.30am. 

At 7.30am, the race preparations 
will be completed and the race 
staff, marshals and security will be 
on site. 


Teams will arrive at around 
9.15am. 

At 10.35am, a presentation of 
race leaders will commence, for¬ 
ward vehicles will depart, as chil¬ 
dren lead it out. 

Riders will assemble on the 
start line at 10.40am and start at 
10.45am. 

The site in Newmarket will start 
clearing at 1pm.

Couple give away 
their dog because 
of gunshot noises

A COUPLE have been left 
“heartbroken” after being 
left no choice but to give 
away their dog because of 
gunshot noises in their vil¬ 
lage. 

Gareth and Clare McGrath, 
from Burwell, adopted their 
dog Duke in July, but discov¬ 
ered he was constantly being 
spooked by gunshot noises. 

He would freeze with fear 
when he heard them while 
out for walks, causing the 
couple to eventually give 
Duke back for his own well¬ 
being. 

The couple, who adopted 
Duke after their previous 
dog was put down because 
of cancer, have slammed 
shooters in the area for car¬ 
rying out a “pointless exer¬ 
cise” at the expense of other 
people. 

Gareth, 61, said: “We 
brought him home and took 
him out for a walk, and it was 
fine. We just introduced him 
to the area and let him settle 
in. 

“In the afternoon we took 
him out for a longer walk to 
the woods. But as we were 
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going to the field we heard 
gunshots in the distance. 

“He was absolutely terri¬ 
fied. He refused to go any 
further in that direction. 

“So we turned around and 
went another direction, but 
he heard the gunshots again 
and every time he heard 
them he would sit down. 

“He’s a big dog, so you 
couldn’t just take him. He 
shut down.” 

Eventually, Gareth was 
able to take Duke home, but 
the dog retreated to the cor¬ 
ner and sat down in the same 
place until the next day. 

The same problem hap¬ 
pened for a number of weeks, 
until it got to the point where 
Duke could not bring him¬ 
self to walk in any direction. 

Weeks later, the couple felt 
they had no choice but to 
give him back to re-homing 
centre Dog’s Trust. 

“We couldn’t negotiate 
with the source of the noise,”

said Gareth. 

“There is a gun club in 
Cambridge but we can’t say 
they were the source. People 
go pigeon shooting near here 
and you don’t know when 
that might be. 

“We’re absolutely gutted. 
We thought we were giving 
him a chance at life, a second 
home with an environment 
to live. It was very heart¬ 
breaking.” 

The couple and the re¬ 
homing centre were not 
aware of Duke’s background, 
which was difficult to trace, 
even with a microchip, after 
he had been taken in from 
Ireland. 

But Gareth and Clare, 50, 
who have three children, 
have put “sole blame” on the 
people using guns in the area 
for carrying out a “pointless” 
exercise. 

“Whether that’s fair or 
unfair, I don’t know,” said 
Gareth. “It’s not a construc¬ 
tive way to spend your time, 
in the world we are in at the 
minute. 

“It’s a very insular ap¬ 
proach. I can’t see the point 
in it. 

“It doesn’t disturb you 
as an individual, but if you 
want to get a pet or dog and 
it is frightened, it makes for 
a very challenging experi¬ 
ence.” 

The pair will wait to hear 
if Duke is re-homed but are 
not sure if they will adopt 
again. 

“We feel like we’ve let him 
down,” said Gareth. 

“We’re going to take a 
break to recover from the ex¬ 
perience.”

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We must keep 
children safe 

RECENT headlines have raised 
awareness that modern slavery and 
human trafficking in the UK is much 
more prevalent than previously 
thought. 

It's important to remember that 
traffickers do not care how young 
their victims are and that trafficked 
children are some of the most 
vulnerable children in this country. 
They are often moved away from 
their family and friends, only to be 
exploited for someone else's gain. 

Barnardo's has provided support 
to children of all ages who have 
been trafficked. They might have 
been sexually abused, used as cheap 
labour or domestic servants, or have 
been forced to commit crimes. 

It's vital that professionals can 
spot the signs of trafficking and keep 
children safe. And we would echo 
the National Crime Agency and ask 
that members of the public look out 
for signs of slavery including visible 
injuries, a distressed appearance 
and any indication someone is being 
controlled by another person.

End the curse 
of loneliness 

LONELINESS can be the curse of 
old age but Cambridgeshire Older 
People's Enterprise (COPE) is 
campaigning to ensure that people 
are not lonely in their old age, or at 
any age. 

COPE was established in 2003 
and is the largest organisation 


of older people in the city and 
county, with over 2,600 members. 

It is campaigning against loneliness 
in association with the National 
Campaign to end Loneliness, which 
has chosen Cambridgeshire as its 
project area. 

We are all living longer, but the 
longer we live the more likely we are 
to find ourselves alone. 

More than half of those over 
75 live alone, and this can lead to 
health problems and this is often 
made worse by the dependency of 
present day society on technology. 
One sixth of the population, mostly 
older people, do not own a computer 
or smart phone which makes them 
feel isolated in today's emphasis on 
technology. 

Gone are the days of chatting over 
the fence, neighbours are emailed or 
sent texts, gossip in the High Street 
is replaced by a blog or Twitter. No 
wonder many feel left out of society. 

To reduce loneliness and pre¬ 
empt its health and technological 
impact, we need to make loneliness 
everyone's concern. It is not the work 
of researchers and policy makers, or 
the intervention of social services, 
valuable as they may be, that will end 
loneliness, it will only end by all of us 
recognising it and working together. 

To this end COPE, through its 
newsletters, lunch groups, social 
meetings and outings, is trying to 
reduce loneliness amongst the 
elderly. 

Together with the Campaign 
to end Loneliness, it will also be 
holding Community Conversations 
throughout Cambridgeshire during 
the following months. 

You can help by joining COPE, 
which is free, and keeping in contact 
with friends, neighbours and relatives. 
If we all ensured that we looked out 


for those on their own, loneliness 
would be considerably reduced.

Don't support

SEPTEMBER 11 -17 is 'Remember A 
Charity Week', which calls on people 
to 'have your say on the world you 
want to pass on' when making a will.

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A SUPERMARKET’S deci¬ 
sion to close its doors early 
because of what it said were 
‘security issues’ has left resi¬ 
dents in Newmarket unim¬ 
pressed. 

As reported in last week’s 
News, the Asda store on 
Fordhall Retail Park closed 
at 8.30pm on Saturday Au¬ 
gust 26 - half an hour earlier 
than its normal closing time 
- with reports of racers in 
the car park, who then pro¬ 
ceeded to ‘burn their cars 
out’ until the early hours of 
the morning. 

Resident Nicki Thurs¬ 
ton highlighted the prob¬ 
lem, commenting: “All you 
can hear is them squealing 
around the car park and the 


stink of burning rubber.” 

And many residents liv¬ 
ing nearby have called for a 
crackdown by police, fear¬ 
ing the situation has become 
untenable. 

Craig English commented 
on the News Facebook page: 
“And here is the real funny 
thing. The police were just 
around the corner with 
speed traps. If the police re¬ 
ally wanted to do their job 
then I see no reason not to 
attend this illegal event.” 

Some called for harsh 
punishment for the trou¬ 
ble makers. User Earlofh 
suggested: “High fines and 
crushed cars, that should 
sort the problem out.” 

Others, though, were un¬ 
sure as to whether the be¬ 
haviour constituted a crime. 

The Public Spaces Protec¬ 
tion Order, which became 


law last October, gives towns 
new powers to outlaw any 
activity which may have a 
‘detrimental effect’ on the 
quality of local life. 

Initially intended to clamp 
down on antisocial behav¬ 
iour such as begging and 
spitting, council officers can 
put up signs banning an ac¬ 
tivity in a specified area, ei¬ 
ther round the clock or dur¬ 
ing specific hours - but this 
has not been put in place yet 
in Newmarket. 

Sarah Thompson, howev¬ 
er, asked: “Surely it’s wreck¬ 
less endangerment as well as 
over speed limit (sic)?” 

Craig English agreed, re¬ 
plying: “Intimidating, dis¬ 
turbing the peace causing a 
public nuisance. Proper po¬ 
lice work in my eyes rather 
than the quota of speeding 
tickets for the month.”

Man wielding hammer robs dog 
walker and got pooch treats . . . 


A MAN with a hammer 
robbed a woman of her 
bumbag - filled with dog 
treats. 

The incident happened at 
around 8.45pm on Monday 
along the Yellow Brick Road 
pathway in Newmarket. 

A man and a woman who 
were out walking their dog 
were approached by a man 
who threatened them with 
a hammer and demanded 
money. 

The victims said they did 


not have any money, so the 
suspect took a bumbag from 
the woman, which contained 
items for their dog. 

The robber ran off through 
the gate leading to Bill 
Rickaby Drive. 

The suspect is described 
as white, aged in his late 20s 
or early 30s, around 5ft 6in 
tall, with dark hair and a thin 
moustache. 

He was wearing a white 
shirt and blue jeans. 

The Yellow Brick Road 


has a reputation as a crime 
hotspot in Newmarket. 
Hundreds of people have 
signed a petition calling for 
CCTV to be installed on the 
street. 

Witnesses, or anyone 
with information about 
the incident, is asked to 
contact West CID at Bury 
St Edmunds Police Station 
on 101 quoting reference

Heartache of 
dementia at 
the age of 31

WHEN Becky Barletta was diagnosed with 
a rare form of dementia aged just 31, her 
family couldn’t have anticipated her decline 
would be so rapid. 

Described by her sister, Sophie, as a char¬ 
ismatic “blonde bombshell”, the newly-wed 
ski instructor from Suffolk lit up the room 
wherever she went. 

lust one year later, she now requires round- 
the-clock care as her condition - known as 
frontotemporal dementia - has altered her 
personality beyond all recognition. 

Sophie Gilbert, 30, who has organised a 
charity walk for the Alzheimer’s Society to 
raise research funds and awareness of her 
sister’s condition, spoke to the News to share 
her family’s heartbreak. 

She said: “I was always so proud of her, so 
proud to say: ‘My sister is a ski instructor’. 
I wasn’t jealous of her, but she was like ‘the 
blonde bombshell’ compared to me. 

“She was such a good ski instructor and es¬ 
pecially with children - all her clients loved 
her.” 

Sophie lives with her husband and two 
young children next door to her parents’ 
home in Hundon, where Becky receives 
round-the-clock care. 

The deterioration of her sister’s personal¬ 
ity has been rapid, as the hereditary condi¬ 
tion takes hold of her brain’s frontal lobe, the 
area responsible for social intelligence and 
behaviour. 

She said: “They say the younger the patient 
the more rapid it can be, and it has been very 
rapid. There is not much of our old Becky 
left. She repeats the same stories to us and 
says inappropriate things. 

“I find it hard when we go out, she is off 
down the street asking people if they can 
make a funny noise and that sort of thing. 

“It is not because I am embarrassed, but 
because I find it so sad to watch. 

“Some people are amazing and do the 
noises and chat with her, but then there are 
some who do not understand, because she 
looks well from the outside, and can be quite 
short with her.” 

Becky was diagnosed last August 24, by 
the same doctor at Addenbrooke’s who diag¬ 
nosed her uncle, lames, with the condition, 
lames died in his 50s as a result of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Becky and Sophie’s mother’s cousin, Phili- 
pa, also died from the disease in her 40s. 
Sophie says her sister’s diagnosis was the 
youngest case the specialist had ever seen. 

But it was not an easy route getting Becky 
to go for a medical assessment, and the fam¬ 
ily were hoping against hope that it was 
something else, perhaps the stress of her 
forthcoming wedding. 

The symptoms came in the months lead¬ 
ing up to Becky’s wedding. 

Sophie recalls: “She began an obsessive 
running regime because she obviously want¬ 
ed to look her best, but her colleagues no¬ 
ticed changes too. 

“She was displaying inappropriate behav¬ 
iour with clients on the slopes and not look¬ 
ing after them as well as she had previously.” 

Despite her family and friends’ concerns, 
Becky lacked awareness of her condition, 
and refused to go to a medical assessment. 


It was only after her sister pleaded with 
her and said she would do the tests as well to 
check for the hereditary condition that she 
relented. 

But despite tests, there is no faulty gene 
yet discovered which the family carry that 
explains why some of them develop the con¬ 
dition. 

“She had brain scans and written tests. So 
they said spell the word ‘world’ backwards 
and things like that, and I did it at the same 
time. 

“It’s been a year now. The situation is so 
hopeless, but we want to try to dredge some¬ 
thing remotely positive out of it.” 

Added to her worry about her sister, So¬ 
phie has to deal with the terrifying possibility 
that she may also develop the disease. 

“We just want a cure so our family and 
other families don’t have to go through it - 
whether it is your sister at 31 or your grand¬ 
ma at 90, either way. A lot of people think it is 
an inevitable part of ageing and it isn’t - it’s 
a disease.” 

It is unlikely Becky will live beyond 10 
more years. It will be a rapid deterioration, 
as the disease progresses she will find it hard 
to swallow and eventually stop being able 
to communicate as her body slowly shuts 
down. 

“I can’t imagine how hard it is for her hus¬ 


band, Luca, because they only got married in 
October 2015,” says Sophie. 

“Being a mum is all she ever wanted, and 
she still says now: ‘Three is the magic num¬ 
ber,’ because she always wanted three chil¬ 
dren. She always wanted children but they 
didn’t get round to it before everything hap¬ 
pened. 

“It is out with the realms of our normality 
and it is so hopeless and awful that I think if 
I did try to rationalise it we couldn’t cope.” 

The family are just trying to keep going, 
says Sophie. And they are holding a walk 
with friends later next month to raise funds 
for the Alzheimer’s Society’s research into 
the condition. 

Katie Blackburn, Alzheimer’s Society 
spokeswoman for the East of England, said: 
“Frontotemporal dementia causes damage 
to parts of the brain which are responsible 
for our behaviour, our emotional responses 
and our language skills. 

“This type of dementia is less common 
than other forms such as Alzheimer’s disease 
and predominantly affects younger people. 

“The Alzheimer’s Society is here for any¬ 
one affected by dementia - wherever they 
are, whatever they’re going through.”

Giles said: “I was a bit concerned 
I’d have to survive on a bit of salad! 
I couldn’t have been more wrong 
though. I eat just as much as before 
now, if not more. 

“The beauty of Slimming World is 
that I can fill up on all of my favour¬ 
ite foods and lose weight without 
ever having to go hungry. 

“I joined with a male friend of 
mine, so didn’t have to worry about 
being the only bloke in the room. 

“And, even if I ever was, it 
wouldn’t matter because everyone 
is there for the same reason, and it’s 
such a supportive and friendly en¬ 
vironment. 

“I was a bit hesitant to tell people 
I was going to a slimming group at 
first, but once they noticed I was 
losing weight, the results spoke for 
themselves.

School places ‘running out’ 


COUNCILS across the country are at 
risk of being unable to meet demand 
for secondary school places within 
the next five years. 

More than 125,000 children could 
miss out on a secondary school place 
by 2022/23, according to analysis by 
the Local Government Association 
(LGA). 

It shows almost half (49 per cent) 
of councils may not be able to find 
places for children leaving primary 
school by that time. 

The LGA said councils must ur¬ 
gently be given powers to force acad¬ 
emies and free schools to expand if 
extra places are needed. 

As nearly two thirds of secondary 
schools are now academies, the LGA 
said it is the only way to make sure 
councils can guarantee every child 
has a school place. 

The association is also pushing for 
councils to once again be handed 
powers to build new schools if it is 
impossible for existing schools to 
provide places. 

Although councils have a duty to 
make sure there are enough places in 
their ward, final decisions about new 
schools are made by central govern¬ 
ment. 

A looming crisis in secondary 
school places has been repeatedly 
forewarned by the LGA in recent 
years. 

After a surge in demand for places

at primary school level, councils have 
helped deliver 600,000 extra primary 
school places since 2010, mostly by 
expanding existing council-main¬ 
tained primary schools. 

The LGA has warned that unless 
more secondary school places are 
created, 12 local authorities will face 
a secondary school place shortfall in 
2018/19. 

This will rise to 23 in 2019/20, 41 
in 2020/21, 57 in 2021/22 and 66 by 
2022/23. 

The chairman of the LGA’s 
Children and Young People Board, 
Cllr Richard Watts, said: “As the LGA 
has previously warned, the school 
places squeeze is now about to hit 
secondary schools. 

“More and more families will face 
growing uncertainty when trying to 
secure their child’s secondary school 
without action. 

“As primary school children move 
on to secondary schools, the majority 
of which are now academies, 
securing new secondary places in 
the areas where they are needed is 
becoming increasingly difficult. 

“Councils are working with one 
hand behind their backs to help as 
many pupils as possible receive a 
place at their first choice school. 



“If we are to avoid this loom¬ 
ing secondary school places crisis, 
councils need to be able to force ex¬ 
isting academy schools to expand if 
voluntary agreement is impossible 
and must be given back powers to 
open new maintained schools them¬ 
selves.” 

The data used in the LGA’s analy¬ 
sis is taken from the Department for 
Education’s School Capacity Survey.

J LL comedians secretly 
want to make 
themselves useful," 
says Robert 
Webb, star of 

Peep Show and one half of 
double act Mitchell and 
Webb, "because we don't 
really believe that 
making people laugh is 
any kind of noble 
calling. 

“So every now and 
again, you will get 
someone of a certain age, 
who has been funny for a 
while, who suddenly 
decides, 'Hang on, I can 
do something a bit more 
useful than this!' 

Robert is talking about writing 
his searingly honest autobiography, 
How Not To Be A Boy, in which he 
describes how his childhood was 
shaped by fear of his dad, his 
mum's death and his teenage 
suicidal thoughts. 

The book started life in October 
2014 as an article of the same title 
for the New Statesman, in which he 
described his upbringing in a 
working-class house in 
Lincolnshire as “heavily gendered’! 

The 44-year-old argues that 
society's continuous gender 
conditioning (that often begins 
with 'blue is for boys' and includes 
'boys don't cry') is responsible for 
many of its problems, including his 
and other men's inability to 
distinguish between emotions, so 
they all come out as anger, or are 
repressed, which can contribute to 
mental health issues. 

A few months before our chat, 
Prince Harry revealed he “shut 
down all emotions" for nearly 20 
years after his mother Princess 
Diana's death and finally sought 
counselling after two years of “total 
chaos" in his late twenties. 

Robert feels we're having “a 
moment" where men are finally 
able to speak about their feelings 
honestly - and society is listening. 

“Some sort of critical mass is now 
gathering, where this stuff is not a 
weird airy-fairy side issue and we 
can now have this conversation. 

“When I started the book well 
over two years ago, it felt like I was 
starting a conversation. Now it feels 
like I'm joining one and I'm very 
glad about that." 

As you’d expect, How Not To Be A 
Boy is funny - “I haven’t grown out 
of that phase of wanting to make 
people laugh," he says - but also 
extremely poignant. 

The hardest chapter to write was 
at the literal heart of the book, 
called Boys Don't Cry, which deals 
with his mum's death from breast 
cancer when he was 17 and his 
subsequent suicidal thoughts. 

“That was harder than I thought. 
It's one of the bits in the book 
where I gave myself permission not 
to be funny. When you're taking 
the reader into the bedroom where 
your mother just died, it would be 
inappropriate to start making 
jokes." 

In a diary entry dated June 12, 
1990, the young Robert, finding it 



impossible to revise for A-Levels, 
muses on ending his life by taking 
an overdose of painkillers. 

“I suddenly thought I could make 
it all stop and I cried for about an 
hour and wrote the note." 

The following day, the note lies 
“in a million pieces" in the bin and 
the entry concludes: “Get a grip, 
boy. Get a f***ing grip." 

He says it was the thought of 
what his death would do “to 
everyone else" that stopped him. 

He hopes the book will help 
others in a similar position “notice 
that they're not alone'! He says it 
would have been “really peculiar" 
not to have included his diary entry 
“if I'm talking about repression of 
feelings and how it is drilled into 
boys during childhood and the 
terrible effects it has if we drag that 
through adolescence and into this 


kind of half-formed manhood 
where we don't know how to take 
responsibility for our feelings..." 

Robert's complex relationship 
with his dad, who split from his 
mum when he was just five, figures 
heavily in the book; from the fear of 
him he had as a child, to living with 
him again after his mum died. His 
dad died in 2013 and Robert says 
he couldn't have written the book 
while he was alive. 

“I couldn't afford to be that 
honest about his mistakes when we 
were little, I couldn't write that 
politely. I had to be quite hard on 
him there -1 hope I'm generous to 
him later. I'm not out to settle 
scores but I try to show some of his 
redeeming qualities. He was a lot of 
fun to be around and a good chap 
in many ways." 

In the book, he describes his dad 


having “a temper" after being in the 
pub. At the time there was really 
nothing out of the ordinary about 
that level of physical 
admonishment. 

“It was the fact that it was 
arbitrary, where you don't know 
how to do the right thing and you 
don't know what you did wrong. 
That was what made him scary to 
me." 

The memoir starts with what 
Robert calls the overture, which 
cleverly segues from him rewriting 
the lyrics to Rick Astley’s Never 
Gonna Give You Up for a school 
dance sketch, to performing his 
2009 comedy version of 
Flashdance, which won him Let’s 
Dance For Comic Relief. 

He reveals how, back 
home that night, his wife 
Abigail pregnant with their 
first daughter, he sat “in our 
little garden" and drank 
“another two bottles of red 
wine" and smoked “about 
thirty Marlboro Lights'! 

Of his drinking, he says: " I 
was never horribly 
aggressive but you do 
become slightly more 
short-tempered and a bit 
more chippy and just a 
boring d**k to live with. So, I 
just have to keep an eye on that and 
I drink a lot less now." 

Although he never went to 
Alcoholics Anonymous, he admits 
“it was suggested'! 

“I just basically said, 'Watch me, 
I’ll do this on my own' and I kind of 
did and it wasn't that much of a 
struggle. I just did seven weeks of 
filming [new sitcom] Back and 
obviously alcoholics can't do that," 
he says, with a laugh. 

“Going from 8am to 8pm without 
a drink was not even the remotest 
challenge, that’s what I reckon. To 
people with an investment in AA, 
that may sound like self-delusion, 
but as far as I'm concerned it’s 
under control..." 

Robert married Abbie, a fellow 
comic, in 2007 and they have two 
daughters. He says their marriage 
was never seriously on the rocks. 

“There were times we would have 
an argument and she would start 
looking for her passport and say, 
'That’s it, I'm going to Mexico! But it 
was just never going to happen, it 
was that kind of row and we don't 
really have those rows any more." 

Admitting gender stereotyping is 
“a preoccupation of mine” he's 
conscious of wanting to model 
what being a good husband and 
dad should be to his daughters. 

“I know they have got their eye 
on me and the way I model being a 
man in a domestic setting is critical 
really. 

“I get this stuff wrong all the time. 
I still get angry when what I'm 
actually feeling is embarrassment 
and I still don't do 50 per cent of 
the house and the kids, but I am 
doing a lot better than I did before 
and trying to take responsibility for 
my health.”

I AM, I Am, I Am is 
nimble, emotionally 
bruising and stunningly 
written. Divided into 17 
distinct moments from 
the author's life, out of 
chronological order, it 
explores terrifying 
junctures at which Maggie grappled 
with the fact she may not take 
another breath. 

There are instances many of us 
have experienced - sinking out of 
your depth while swimming, and 
others so brutal and horrifying, you 
have to put the book down between 
paragraphs to rebalance. 

When you discover that Maggie's 
daughter suffers an immunological 
disorder and anaphylactic attacks 
leading to alarmingly frequent 
hospital visits, the strength, 
urgency and reasoning that 
underpins I Am, I Am, I Am 
becomes palpable. It's a beautiful, 
strangely reassuring read.

THIS debut novel from 
Gabriel Tallent brings us 
the story of Turtle

she believes will soon come. 

One day, she escapes Martin's 
control and meets Jacob, a lost 
boy of a similar age whose 
comfortable and cosseted life 
reveals to her an ordinary world 
she never knew existed, opening an 
irreparable rift in the love-hate 
relationship between Martin, one of 
the most well painted characters in 
recent memory, and his 'absolute 
darling' of the title. 

The way Tallent unravels the tale 
that follows, of a rapid descent into 
mistrust and violence at their 
ramshackle house on a hill, is 
invigorating, paranoia-inducing and 
often dizzying in its beauty. While 
his pacing creates a necessary 
sense of unease, Tallent is prone to 
rushing towards his set-pieces, 
many of which stack up across 
the 400 pages.

P OLESTAR, the performance 

brand of Volvo Cars, has unveiled 
its 2018 S60 saloon and V60 
estate models. 

The new versions come complete 
with additional aerodynamic 
components made from lightweight 
carbon fibre material that increase 
downforce by 30 per cent. 

A limited number of 1,500 vehicles 
will be built, with all cars receiving an 
individual number on the tread plate. 

The new aerodynamic exterior 
package has been developed jointly 
by the engineers of Polestar and Cyan 
Racing, the motorsport partner of 
Polestar, with data derived from the 
World Touring Car Championship 
programme, where the team is 
involved in the title fight. 

Enhancements include a new front 
splitter, side sills and a rear spoiler 
extension, all made in lightweight 
carbon fibre, increasing downforce. 

With the new aerodynamics, the 
S60 Polestar is capable of 0 to 60 
in 4.4 seconds. The V60 takes 0.1 
seconds longer. Both have a top speed 


restricted to 155mph. 

The new components increase grip 
and high-speed stability, providing a 
car with the duality of being used in 
everyday driving as well as providing 
the driver with further control and 
feedback. 

Much of the kit was developed and 


tested during Polestar Cyan Racing's 
recently-revealed secret Nurburgring 
test, where a Polestar S60 claimed 
the record for the fastest four-door 
road legal car around the famous 
Nordschleife circuit. 

Visual changes include high-gloss 
black Polestar diamond-cut wheels, 


carbon fibre door mirror casings and 
a new colour, bursting blue metallic. 
The interior has been updated with 
a new seat upholstery, blue contrast 
stitching and Polestar embroidering. 

More than 250 parts have been 
changed, compared to the standard 
S60 and V60 models, including an 
adjustable Ohlins shock absorber 
system and six-piston Brembo brake 
callipers with 371 mm discs. 

As far as power goes, the Polestar 
models retain the four-cylinder, 
367bhp Drive-E engine, with fuel 
consumption and emissions of 179g/ 
km for the S60 and 186g/km for the 
slightly heavier estate. That equates to 
36.6mpg for the saloon and 35.2 for 
the V90. 

Jorgen Ronstad, vice-president 
product strategy and management at 
Polestar, said: "The models are the 
pinnacle of our road car programmes 
that we have been developing 
successfully since our first road car 
was launched in 2013." 

Prices for the cars have yet to be 
announced.

BMW revamps i3 
range as electric 
sales go on rising 

WITH sales of electric vehicles 
on the rise BMW is revamping its 
i3 hatchback which has already 
become Britain's best-selling 
premium compact EV. 

The model continues to be 
available in both pure battery 
and range extender set-ups and 
now includes LED headlights and 
upgraded satellite navigation as 
standard. 

Prices start from £34,070 for 
the i3 EV and £37,220 for the 
range extender - which is fitted 
with a petrol engine for added 
mileage. The prices represent an 
increase of some £3,000. 

BMW is also bolstering the 
range with the introduction 
of sportier i3s models costing 
from £36,975 and £40,125 
respectively. 

The newcomers will have their 
world premiere at the Frankfurt 
Motor Show this month and are 
due for release in November. 

Since the i3 was launched four 
years ago BMW has sold more 
than 8,000 in the UK and the 
market for EVs is on the rise, with 
sales bucking the current trend 
and increasing month-by-month. 

The new i3 line up uses the 
same 3 3 kWh power pack as 
before which gives the pure EV 
model a 0 to 60 acceleration of 
7.3 seconds and a 'real world' 
range of around 125 miles on a 
single charge. 

For the i3s BMW has tweaked 
the power output up from 1 70 
horsepower to 184 without 
affecting the range. 

That results in a livelier 0 to 60 
time of 6.9 seconds and a top 
speed of 99mph, up from the 
93mph of the standard i3. 

The range extender versions - 
fitted with a 38bhp two-cylinder 
petrol engine in addition to the 
electric motor - are not quite as 
quick under acceleration but are 
capable of travelling more than 
200 miles without refuelling. 

As with all EVs the i3 is 
emission-free and the range 
extenders are rated at between 
13 and 15g/km, which equates to 
a theoretical fuel figure of more 
than 400mpg. 

Styling changes on the new 
models are subtle and include 
new-look front and rear aprons 
along with an added chrome strip 
across the tailgate. 

The i3 is available with a new 
charging system which includes 
a new domestic wallbox and an 
uprated charging cable. 

Together they enable the car to 
be recharged five times faster in 
under three hours. 


Volkswagen unveils its 
new T-Roc compact SUV 


T HESE are the first images of the 
new Volkswagen T-Roc compact 
SUV which has just had its world 
premiere on the shores of Lake Como 
in Italy. 

On sale in the UK in December 
and likely to be priced from around 
£19,000, the T-Roc will be at the 
higher end of the booming market for 
crossover cars. 



Alongside the SEAT Arona and the 
Skoda Karoq, it sees the Volkswagen 
Group mounting a major offensive to 
lure SUV buyers. 

Looking very stylish and upmarket, 
the T-Roc will have wide appeal and 
is being aimed at younger buyers who 
want a car that stands out. 

Bright paint jobs with two-tone 
finishes will be a characteristic of 
the new T-Roc and the car will be 
available in three different roof 
colours - black, brown and white. 

Volkswagen chairman Dr Herbert 
Diess told the VIP audience at the 
T-Roc launch, at the Villa Erba in 
Cernubbio, that the new SUV was the 
first of a series of models which would 
see the entire VW range renewed by 
2020 . 

The company's long-term plan 
included more electric vehicles on a 
new platform currently due for release 
by 2025. 

"Volkswagen's mission is to bring 
the most innovative technology and 
exceptional quality at reasonable 
prices," said Dr Diess. 

He said that the T-Roc would play 
a key role in the strategy to focus on 
more SUVs. 

Inside, the T-Roc is right up to date 
with Volkswagen's One-Net app- 
based connectivity set up as well as 
full smartphone hook-ups. 

On higher-specification models, 
the T-Roc is fitted with an eight-inch 
glass finish touchscreen and will be 
available with a 300-Watt, eight- 
channel Beats sound system. 

Another high tech feature is VW's 
Active Info instrument panel with its 
multi-mode graphical display. 

Interior finishes are also on trend 
and the car can be had with a variety 
of colour themes in the cockpit with 


brown, blue, orange, yellow and grey 
themes available. 

Volkswagen will be offering the 
T-Roc in two distinct set-ups - one 
sporty, the other more comfort- 
oriented. 

The sportier versions will include 


aluminium foot pedals, red brake 
callipers and dark-tint rear windows. 

As VW's smallest SUV, the T-Roc 
is some 10 inches shorter than the

The Fen Tigers, already without 
Luke Ruddick through illness, 
then saw Danno Verge sustain 
a suspected broken collarbone 
during a pre-meeting fall, leaving 
them with an ineffective rider 
replacement facility and rookie 
junior William O'Keefe being 
drafted in. 

It steadily got worse, as top 
Hitmen duo Matt Williamson and 
Max Clegg were unstoppable in 
the first six heats. They received 
fine support from Jamie Haider 
and Ryan Kinsley, as the 
rock-bottom club opened up an 
eight-point lead after eight races. 

But the hosts started to eat 
away at the deficit, with Jon 
Armstrong blasting past Clegg 
in heat nine, joined by Jordan 
Jenkins in third for a 4-2, for the 
second of seven successive home 
race wins. 

Dan Halsey, whose opening 
race fall in heat four handed 
Clegg and Haider a 5-1, atoned 
with a first defeat of Williamson 
in heat 11, as Alex Spooner 
secured third to reduce the 
margin to four. 

Halsey then produced a 
stunning pass as he squeezed 
between Williamson and the 
back-straight fence to join 
team-mate Connor Mountain for 
a thrilling heat 13 maximum that 
levelled the scores. 

He looked set for a repeat 
in the last race to complete 
a grandstand comeback, but 
Halsey caught his foot under his 
footrest to kill his momentum 
and allowed Williamson to storm 
around Mountain to earn a 
deserved draw.
